ARRL Reaffirms Close Ties with the American Red Cross 


The ARRL and the American Red Cross have renewed and updated the Statement of 
Understanding (SoU) between the two organizations last visited in 1994. 


In the document, the ARRL recognizes the American Red Cross as “having primary 
responsibility for responding to domestic disasters” and express the League’s desire 
“to maintain a harmonious and cooperative relationship” with the ARC in providing 
emergency communication services. 


The SoU will remain in force for the next five years, with one provision calling for 
representatives of the American Red Cross Disaster Services and ARRL to jointly 
evaluate progress in implementing the SoU and to “revise and develop new plans 
or goals as appropriate” annually. A copy of the SoU is available on the ARRL
